A greater gathering never 
assembled in College Green, and no other 
Irish crowd, great or small, ever was 
brought more wonderfully under the spell 
of one high emotion. To those whom the 
Great War had bereaved of son or husband 
or brother the reverence paid to the white 
cross unter Grattan’s statue must have 
brought comfort. for many sorrows. In 
all good Irishmen it must have inspired 
such feelings of hope and gratitude as 
have not thrilled them íor many: a-day. 
Here was proof that a new and better 
Ireland is coming into being out of the 
feuds an turmoil of the last few years. 
We began to realise yesterday how nobly 
those dead soldiers served, and still are 
serving, the little land that sent them into 
battle. The Free State Government and 
the survivors of the Ulster Division laid 
wreaths at the foot of the Celtic cross. 
Any attempt to make political capital out 
of yesterday s celebration would be a poor 
return for the universal courtesy and 
sympathy which contributed to its success. 
Nevertheless, we may draw the plain moral 
from the plain fact that this national 
observance of Armistice Day in Dublin 
would have been impossible two years ago, 
or even last year.

in the Great War were thrown open to the 
public. There was a large congregation. 
All regiments concerned were represented. 
and the buglers of the Irish Guards 
sounded the Last Post. The memorials 
are within the St. Patrick’s Chapel of tle 
Cathedral, and were subscribed for mostly 
in Ireland. They consist of mosaic mur: 
tablets bearing brass name-plates of the 
different Irish regiments, the plates bein. 
surmounted by the regimental badges. Th 
names of the fallen are printed on parch- 
ment sheets, which are handsomely boun:! 
in some dozen volumes contained in a 
reliquary built of Connemara marble. Nor 
only do the records show the names of al! 
ranks who fell while serving in Irish rez'- 
ments, but those of all ranks of Irish 
descent who fell while serving in other 
than Irish units. Nearly all the famous 
regiments whose titles appear on the 
tablets were disbanded when the Free 
State came into being: Findeavours will 
be made tosobtain their Colours, that they 
may hang in the chapel, each above i's 
respective regimental title and badce.
